The threshing season here this year 
has been productive of several acci¬ 
dents, some slight and some serious, 
came in contact with mechanism. No- 
Another to record is that which hap¬ 
pened on Monday to one of a crew 
Working for Mr. Bruce Roe. They 
were cleaning up around the machine, 
when a fork in the hands of this man 
body knows, but it is supposed that 
the handle hit him on the head with 
sufficient force to knock him out, 
and in this condition he remained for 
some hours after his arrival at the 
doctor’s office in town. No perma¬ 
nent or serious injury is expected. 

Old-timers declare that this has 
been the finest fall they experienc¬ 
ed since coming to the country, while 
threshermen ..ay they have never wit¬ 
nessed a longer period of good thresh¬ 
ing weather. The weather has been 
warm and radiant with sunshine and 
the first break in work was last week 
when operations stopped for a day oi 
so. The movement of grain is as good 
as can be expected considering the 
tremendous receipts at country elevat¬ 
or points, and empties are distributed 
as soon as available to the points 
where they are most needed. There 
has been a fairly large quantity ol 
grain dumped on the ground this seas¬ 
on, but with the open fkll the farmers 
will likely have an opportunity of 
marketing it before an extended snow 
storm. 

Preliminary to a general organiza¬ 
tion meeting, quite a number of hoc¬ 
key players and fans met at the hotel 
the other night and generally discuss¬ 
ed the situation and prospects. 1* 
was the unanimous opinion that now 
we are going to have a real rink that 
Vulcan must have a hockey team of 
more than common calibre, and it was 
agreed that material was at hand for 
such a team. In the meantime sur¬ 
rounding towns were to be communi¬ 
cated with in the matter of hockey 
generally and league matters in par¬ 
ticular, and already a reply has beer, 
received from Okotoks, the town marie 
locally famous by its rink and hockey 
team, saying that they would cheer¬ 
fully consider Vulcan in the formation 
of a league, and advising that Vulcan 
send representatives to the annua' 
meeting of the Alberta Hockey Asso¬ 
ciation. Now that things are on the 
move, it will be well to speed up the 
hockey preposition. A good team is 
the business of the whole town and 
the whole town should undertake the 
business. 

Everything is. in readiness for the 
vote on the plebiscite on Monday next, 
is the report given by Mr. G. Whicher 
returning officer. The latter has made 
his appointments as far as possible 
from those who have acted on former 
occasions as officials. Deputy return¬ 
ing officers have the power to engage 
their own clerks and these appoint¬ 
ments have also been made. The vot¬ 
ers lists were completed early and 
the work has been thorough. The poll 
will open at 9 o’clock, Monday morn¬ 
ing. and close at 6, and the votes will 
then be counted. Inasmuch as one 
count only is taken on Monday the 
verdict may not be known for some 
time. If the first choice fails to de¬ 
cide the question the ballots are sent 
to Edmonton and there the count is 
made. It piay be weeks before the re¬ 
sult is known, in the event of a failure 
of a first choice on Nov. 6. The bal¬ 
lots and ballot boxes have been distri¬ 
buted to deputy returning officers. 
The voters are directed not to use the 
mark X they must use the figures 1, 
2, 3 ^>r 4 in registering their votes, 
otherwise the ballot will be a spoiled 
one and will not be counted.

He came to Alber¬ 
ta in 1904 and, associated with his 
sons, has farmed very successfully his 
farm north of Vulcan. Burial will 
take place on Friday at the Vulcan 
cemetery. 

Frank Ruark broke the record in the 
Brant district for delivering the most 
grain in one day to thef Brant elevat¬ 
ors. Mr. Ruark during\the threshing 
season hauled with a six'horse outfit 
some one thousand one hundred and 
eighty bushels, seven hundred and six¬ 
ty six bushels of this being wheat in a 
single day.

There was another hold-up at 
Brant the other day, and at the same 
place as the last one. But this time 
it was the police that pulled this 
frtunt, and' instead of money they got 
six dozen-of beer and three of whis¬ 
key. The officers were on their way to 
Vulcan and they brought Mr. «China- 
man along, and while they were about 
their business here he spent a few 
hours in the local coop. 

The Ontario Library Review, pub¬ 
lished in Toronto, under the heading 
"Principal Libraries in Canada,” plac¬ 
es the Vulcan library in a prominent 
place. ’And since this the local board 
has added fifty volumes of “Harvard 
Classics,” which are now available to 
the public. To all of this will also be 
immediately added the use and privi¬ 
leges of the Travelling Library to be 
furnished by the University of Al¬ 
berta. Altogether this will surely 
give our people splendid library .serv¬ 
ice and maintain our high place in 
the classification of libraries in the 
dominion. 

Hallowe’en passed off in the way 
usual in town, with the young boys 
and girls masquerading about the 
streets, tapping on windows, calling 
at homes for Hallowe’en apples, re¬ 
moving gates, and carrying out other 
customs that will soon be extinct 
Hallowe’en is essentially a festival for 
the frivolous, the imaginative and the 
unmarried. It is considered the beet 
timetpf.the whole year for discovering 
just what sort of husband or wife one 
is blest or curst with. Hallowe’en ran 
be traced back to long before the 
Christian era when quaint ceremonies 
of belief and kindly old customs were 
observed. To-day the good old game 
of ducking for apples and taffy pulls 
arc observed by many but with other: 
we fear the spirit of rowdyism has su¬ 
perceded the kindly old customs, 
where gangs go around doing all the 
damage they can. 

Vulcan once more is particularly

Moore to a friend in Vulcan, and im 
mediately got in touch with Inspector 
Bevin, at Lethbridge, who instructor 
Corporal Frewin at Medicine Hat to 
look out for the three suspects. As¬ 
sisted by Chief Taylor of Medicint 
Hat police force, Frewin arrested the 
men in a restaurant ip the Hat on 
Monday night. When arrested all three 
men, “Red” Gale, N. J. Moore and Ed- 
strom were fully armed and had 
masks on their persons. Inspectoi 
Fisher of the A.P. police at Red Deei 
who knows the Medicine Hat district 
thoroughly, and Sub-Inspector J. J.

-The pressure 
on the people of the heavy taxes levied 
by municipal, provincial and federal 
administrations will not down. We 
wonder how many Canadians are 
aware that they are paying taxes at 
the rate of over $50,000 an hour; work 
that out and it will be found to be 
about $400,000,000 a year. It is a huge 
burden for Canadians to bear, and it 
is due in a large measure to extrava¬ 
gance and want of economy. The bad 
feature about it is' that while taxation 
has been increasing in order to provide 
this revenue, other countries have been 
reducing theirs, reducing their debts, 
and balancing their budgets. The Ca¬ 
nadian ministers attending the imperi¬ 
al conference will larn that though 
during the first year after the war 
Great Britain’s expenditure was $10,- 
000,000,000, it has now been reduced 
te $4,000,000,000 in spite of a reduc¬ 
tion of taxation. One way in which 
this has been brought about has been 
in reducing the expenses of the Civil ’ 
Service to almost the level they were 
before the war. The same sort of 
story can be told about Australia, New 
Zealand,France and the United States. 
These are facts which Canadians 
should bear in-miiidj and take the first 
opportunity in consequence of turn¬ 
ing out of office a government which 
those other countries show is incap¬ 
able and untrustworthy. 

’me Seattle Post-Intelligencer:— 
GiffordPinchot says it is Coolidge’s 
duty to take personal charge of prohi¬ 
bition enforcement. That is looked 
upon as good politics, assuming that 
Pinchot means to run for president in 
1924. In any case, there is no dcubt 
of Pinchot’s sincerity. But is it really 
a president’s duty to enforce one law 
more than another? Ninety per cent, 
at least, of Governor Pinchot’s pros¬ 
perous friends drink all they want 
The people as a whole do not respect 
the Volstead law or take it serioio’y. 
And no nation, except under despotic 
government has ever enforced a law 
disregarded by the people. Prohibi¬ 
tion can be made useful and important 
at every election, and to oppose it in 
1924 would probably mean political 
death for any presidential candidate. 
But politics aside, what can be done 
about a law when the rich laugh at H 
and the workmen resent it? Can y :e 
enforce it?

Some did not get 
this; some began to work as low as 
three and a half. Some commenced 
life in the west finding everything 
wrong and filling the immigration of¬ 
fices with the moan “we want to go 
home.”

The wages rose as 
the harvest went on to four fifty and 
five dollars, while for threshing, as 
high as six and seven dollars are now 
TEiftg paid” They all expected very- 
hard work, and got it It was agony 
to soft muscles at first, but the men 
for the most part were good stuff. 
They clenched their teeth and stuck 
it out, and have come out of it im¬ 
mensely the better for it, and greatly 
satisfied with their experience. Many 
are staying on, and will by and by 
have farms of their own. These men 
with the right stuff in them, will b» 
valuable additions to the populatior 
of the Dominion.

wage. Response was immediate and 
the results exceeded all expectations, 
in fact to the extent that it became 
necessary to wire instructions to stop 
this canvas after it had been running 
two weeks. • During this time more 
than four thousand three hundred 
(4,300) permanent positions were of¬ 
fered these Britishers in Alberta alone 
The newcomers themselves were im¬ 
pressed by the striking contrast of 
conditions where a preliminary can¬ 
vass disclosed the overwhelming num¬ 
ber of jobs waiting willing hands and 
the conditions in the Old Land they 
had recently left where the ranks of 
the unemployed numbered over one 
million and a quarter. 

This immediate response from Al¬ 
berta farmers offers striking testi¬ 
mony to the fact that a decided turn 
for the better has been experienced in 
this province. It also illustrates the 
feeling of the Western farmer towards 
this sturdy class of British immigrant.

Six months imprisonment with hard 
labor and ten lashee was the sentence' 
passed out by Magistrate Col. Sanders, 
Thursday morning to Harold Dale and 
Noble J. Moore, who pleaded guilty 
to a charge erf robbery with violence 
in connection with the-hold-up of a 
poker game and restaurant at Brant, 
on October 13. The third man, Otto 
Egstrom, who aided and abetted these 
men, but who did not actually take 
part in the hold-up was sentenced to 
six months with hard labor. As the 
maximum sentence for robbery with 
violence is life imprisonment, Magis¬ 
trate Sanders has explained the cause 
for apparent leniency in the sentenpes 
imposed by the fact that the prison¬ 
ers were farmers’ sons, young, well 
known and with no previous criminal 
record It was * poir^ed out that the 
parties from which the major portion 
of the money was taken were Chinese 
and that the amount gained in the 
hold-up was largely what had been 
lost by the boys in gambling there.
